horse by his side.

The first volume gives an account of the abortive operations against Tippoo during 1790, and the 
second deals with the final operations which ended in the siege of Seringavatam, 1792. The 
writer was evidently an eye-witness. He givesa minute account of Gen. Medow’s attempted 
suicide, by shooting himself in the stomach, owing to the failure of his part of the attack on 
Seringapatam, Feb. 6, 1792, a fact not mentioned ia the usual sources of information. 


Inserted is a letter from a Mr. Roycs to Lord Loughborough saying that his brother in India 
had sent the manuscript for his lordship. This brother is evidently John Royds, a lawyer, who 
is mentioned in the third volume of William Hickey’s Memoirs just published. It may be that. 
the Author was the Hon. William Monson who served in the 52nd Regiment with Dirom and 
Madden, who are both mentioned at the beginning of the manuscript.
